CENTRAL BOARD OF REVENUE 

Land Customs 

New Delhi, the 29th March 1958 

G.S.R. 211.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
9 of the Land Customs Act, 1924 (19 of 1924), read with clause (c) of section 9 
of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), both Acts as in force In India and as 
applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Board of Revenue hereby makes 
the following rules, namely; — 

THE CHINESE SILVER DOLLARS (IMPORT) RUI,ES: 

1. Presentation of import licence and Import application.—Any person desirous 
of importing Chines© Silver dollars from Tibet into India under the authority of 
Import licences granted be the deserve E nk of India or any authority authorised 
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by the Central Government in this behalf shall arrange for their being packed in 
packages of uniform tare and contents and shall intimate the arrival, or the expec¬ 
ted arrival of such consignment at the Rangpo or Pedong checkposts to the officer 
In charge of the Kalimpong Land Customs station and shall present to such officer 
the import licence and an import application in qulntuplicate in the form prescribed 
by the Notification of the Central Board of Revenue No. 176-Land Custom.s, dated 
the 27th December 1956 as amended by Notification No, 2-Land Customs, dated the 
14th September 1957. 

2. Provisional assessment.—On being satisfied that the licence and the import 
application are in order, such officer shall endorse the licence and provisionally 
asse.ss the dollars and indicate the amount of duty to be paid, on the application! 

3. Payment of duty.—The importer shall then pay the duty so assessed into 
any Government Trea.sury. Payment of duty shad, however, not be required at 
thi.s stage from those Importers who maintain an account-current at the Kalimpong 
Land Customs Station, 

4. Provision of escort.—The said officer shall, on production of either the 
treasury challan showing payment of duty or a certificate showing that an account- 
current at the Kalimpong Land Customs Station is maintained, provide an escort 
to the Importer and the importer shall arrange for such escort to escort the con¬ 
signment of Chinese Silver dollar.s covered by the import application, from the 
Rangpc or the Pedong Customs checkpost, as the case may be, to the Kalimpong 
Xiand Customs Station. 

6. Pinal asiswssment.—On arrival at the Kalimpong Land Customs Station, 
jsuch consignment shall be weighed and finally assessed to duty. Provision of es¬ 
cort will not in any way affect the Importer’.s liability to duty on the entire con- 
•signment when finally assessed even if anything happens to the whole or part 
of the consignment on the way, 

6. Procedure for transmission to destination after clearance.—(1) The importer 
shall, in writing, enter on all the five copies of the Import application, 

(a) the first destination outside Kalimpong (e.g. Siliguri) to which the con¬ 

signment Is Intended to be conveyed after clearance, 

(b) the names and addresses of the persons to whom or the firms to which 

it Is to be delivered at such destination, 

i(c) the mode of transport of the Chinese Silver dollars from the first desti¬ 
nation, namely, whether by road or rail or air, to the ultimate desti¬ 
nation, and the name of the railway station or airport or air strip 
at which the consignment Is to be booked for such ultimate desti¬ 
nation, 

(d) the names and addresses of the consignees at such ultimate destination, 

(e) if the consignment is intended for disposal in Kalimpong Itself, the 

names and addresses of the persons to whom or the firms to which 
it Is to be delivered. 

(2) On its journey from the Kalimpong Land Customs Station to such 
first or ultimate destination or until It Is delivered to the persons or firms In 
Kalimpong Itself after clearance, the consignment must be accompanied by the 
Importer’s copy of the relative Import application bearing the endorsement of the 
officer in charge of that station permitting the clearance of the consignment, and 
such copy shall bo produced at the Land Customs checkpost at Teesta Bazar, along 
with the consignment, if the said destination is Teesta Bazar or beyond. The 
Land Customs Officer at the said checkpost shall verily the consignment, and 
shall endorse'the application for import with the results of the verification and 
the time at which it was conducted. If he notices any discrepancy, he shall detam 
the cortsignment and Inform the officer in charge of the Kalimpong Land Custom# 
Station} forthwith, 

(3) The said copy of the import application shall also bO produced on demand 
by any Land Customs Officer at any time during the said journey.
